WINDOM, THl NEW 8SCRBTABY OP 


THI TR1ABURY. 


William Windom, tbe new secretary 


of the treasury, is another Ohio man, 
having been bom in Belmont oonnty, 
that state, May 10,1827, and is now 
nearly 54 yean of age. 
He received an 


academic education, and wu admitted 
to the bar in 1850. 
Two years after- 


ward he wu elected proeeouting attor- 
ney of Knox county. In 1853 he moved 
to Minnesota, and in 1858 he was elect- 
ed a representative in congress. From 
that time to this he hu been a member 
of one or the other branches of the 
national legislature. In the XXXVlth 
WBtrets he served on vhe committee of 
public lands, in tbe XXXVIIth on the 
oommittee on public expenditures, and 
in the XXXTIIIth he wu chairman of 
the committee on Indian affairs and of 
the special oommittee whioh visited the 
Indian tribes of tbe west in 1865. 
He 


wu again at the head of the committee 
on Indians in the XXXIXth congress, 
aad wu chairman of the special com- 
mittee on the conduct of the commit- 
donor of Indian affairs. 
He terved on 


the oommittee on the death of resident 
Lincoln, and in 1866 wu a delegate to 
the Philadelphia Loyalitt'a convention. 
Twelve yean of continuous service ia 
the houte had brought him prominently 
before the eyes of the people of Minne- 
sota, and on the death of United States 
senator Norton, in 1870, Mr. Windom 
wu appointed his successor. He was 
subsequently elected for tbe term end- 
ing in 1877, and re-elected, serving as 
chairman of the committee on enrolled 
bills, transportation, and member of the 
committee OB appropriations. He-is 
regarded u pre-eminently a practical 
man, and thoroughly conversant with 
the internal commerce of the country, 
its transportation by lake, river, canal 
aad tail, aad the agricultural interests 
and resource* of the country. At the 
lut Bapublioaa national convention he 
wu prominently mentioned in oonnee- 
tien with the presidency, and the dele 
(rates from Minnesota were iniftucted 
for him. 


Personally, Mr. Windom is robust in 


health, prepotaMsinR in appearance and 
genial and hospitable to a degree that 
makes him very popular. 


BOB1KT T. LINCOLN, THl NIW SECRE- 


TARY OT WAB. 


Robert Todd Lincoln, the only sur- 


viving child of Abraham Lincoln, is 37 
yean of a«e. He wu bora in 1843, at 
Sprioffsld, 111. He fitted for college 
at Phillips Academy, Enter, N. H. 
He entered Harvaid college, graduating 
in the rammer of 1864. The war was 
still in progress, and young Lincoln en- 
tered the army, taking a place on the 
staff of Gen. Grant, with the rank of 
captain. He served in Virginia through 
the remainder of the war, and wu pres- 
ent at the surrender of Appomatox. He 
then entered the Harvard law school at 
Cambridge, and punned the study ot 
law. 
Completing hia law ttudiee, be 


came to Chicago, and shortly afterward. 
wu admitted to the Illinois bar. In 
1873 he became the law partner of 
Bdward S. bham, with whom he hu 
remained ever since. Politically he 
hu always been a staunch and rather 
rigid BepaUiean. He has taken but 
little put in pditiet, having no inclina- 
tion ia that direction. 


He wu very active, however, and 


rather led the movement against the

TABY OF THE INTEBIOR. 


Samuel J. Kirkwood was born in 


Hartford county, Md., Dee. 20, 
1813, 


and received an academical education 
in Washington City. He removed to 
Ohio in 1835, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1843. 


In 1855 he removed to Iowa, where 


he wu elected to the State Senate the 
following year, H? was Governor of 
Iowa from 1860 to 1864, and in 1866 
wu elected Senator in Congress. In 
1875 he wu again elected Governor of 
Iowa, and in January, 1877, was elect- 
ed to the United States Senate for the 
term expiring in 1883. 


THOMAS L. JAJB8, THE NEW POSTMAS- 


TBR GENERAL. 


Thomas L. James was born at Utica,, 


N. T., in 1831. 
He entered the print- ' 


ing business at tbe age of 15, and 
afterward published the Madison, Coun- 
ty Journal. Tn 1861 he was appointed 
Intpeotor of Customs in New York. 
He remained in this position until 
1873, when he was made Surveyor of 
the same port. Shortly after, he be- 
came Postmaster in New York City 
taking the place made vacant by the 
resignation of Gen. P. H. Jones. 
WATNI MACVEAQH, THE NEW ATTOR- 


NEY GENERAL. 


Mr. Wayne MacVeagh is a native of 


Pennsylvania, and about 47 years of 
age. He graduated from Yale in 1853, 
and adopted the legal profession, prac- 
ticing in Philadelphia. He was Minis- 
ter to Turkey in 1870, and was a mem- 
ber of the famous Louisiana CommiB- 
fion. 
He is a son-in-law of Simon 


Cameron, but is an Independent Re- 
publican in politics. 


FELEGRAPHIC 


BALTIMORE, March 5.—The aeonnd 


section of the fait line north, which 
left Washington at 1:10 p. m., on the 
Baltimore & Potomac railroad, and an 
extra train south bound with empty 
passenger cars, drawn by two engines, 
collided on the first curve south of 
Severn station, seventeen miles from 
Baltimore. 
One passenger and one 


train hand were killed, and seventeen 
reported wounded. All three engines 
were wrecked. A special ca' with ex- 
President Hayes was attached to the 
north-bound train, but was uninjured. 
As soon as information of the collision 
was received here a wrecking train was 
sent out with surgeons to attend the 
wounded, which returned to Baltimore 
with all the passengers and wounded, 
reaching the Union depot between five 
and six o'clock. The wounded are be- 
ing properly cared lor. Most of the 
passengers ire at hotels. Ex Presiden t 
Hayes and family are at Samuel M. 
Shoemaker's. The passengers and such 
of the wounded as are able will leave 
for their respective destinations to- 
night. Mason and Armstrong state 
that none of the Cleveland citizens are 
at all injured. None of the oars were 
damaged except the first and second 
Pullman can. The three engines are 
badly wrecked. 


SAQASTA, the n*w Spanish Premier, 


19 anxious that Spain shall onca more 
be recognised at a great Power. In 
the estimation of the European Powers, 
Spain is nobody, and her present condi- 
tion and influence are not guoh as to 
lead any of them to believe that she 
can possibly be somebody. Spain ia 
bankrupt and lifeless, and she will 
never be anything else until she pays 
her debts and shows a disposition to 
make herself useful in the world. 
The 


London Saturday Rtviao mats the fol- 
lowing truthful estimate of that unfor- 
tunate country.: 


She is poor and backward , ahe has 


taken no part in the formation oi recent 
European history ; she has no external 
interests to defend; -she contributes 
little to-the material, and still legs to 
the intellectual, stock of European 
wealth. Italy has fought Kusaia in 
the Crimea, a'ad Austria in two cam- 
paigns. Her fighting may not have 
been very successful, bat still she has 
fought. 
Italian commerce out of Italy 


is pushing and widely spread. Spanish 
commerce out of Spam or Spanish col- 
onies is simply non-existent. Italy has, 
in recent days, produced great men, not 
only the late King and Cavour, but 
crowds of men with the knowledge and 
instincts of statesmen. Spain has re- 
cently produced, to put it briefly, the 
persons whom it has produced. Ital- 
ians pay up honestly ; they explore, 
colonize, write. They are engaged in 
really great experiments in education. 
They are Europeans in the midst of 
Europe. The Spaniards are almost out 
of Europe geographically, and are still 
less in it in politics, arms, literature 
and commerce. All that .can be said 
for them is that they can show a total 
of 17,000,000 population, and have 
now been five or six ysars without a 
dynastic revolution." 


THITBSDAY night the Secretaryship 


of the Treasury was formerly tendered 
to Senator Allison, and, after taking all 
night to consider it, declined yesterday, 
because of the ill health ot Mra. Alli- 
son, and he feared that the social duties 
which would be imposed upon her 
might be fatal to her. 


A Severe Winter. 


It has been a severe winter not only 


in this country, but all over the world. 
In London businessjwta stopped for ten 
days by the snow, and damage done to 
the amount of $10,000,000; in Russia 
whole colonies have been frozen to 
death by the cold, while in France the 
army has been ordered out to clear the 
roads of the snow. _ 


THE project of erecting a monument 


of Wuhington on the steps of the sub- 
treasury building, in New York, does not 
meet with much encouragement. The 
subscriptions to date aggregate only 
123,395, whereas the minimum amount 
required is 130,000 and the maximum 
150,000. 


THE radicals of Great Britain will 


hold meetings in England and Scotland 
to protest against the continuance of the 
war in the Transvaal. Parnell remarked 
in the House of Commons that by their 
gallant resistance the Boers proved the 
earnestness of their desire for independ- 
ence and earned the right to its resto- 
ration, 


WASHINGTON, March 0. —Upon call- 


ing the senate to order at noon, Vice 
President Arthur was vigorously ap- 
plauded by tha galleries. 
The vicepres- 


ideot stated thai he had received for 
presentation a number or petitions for 
special legislation, but bia own opinion 
bated npon rules and precedents, was 
that these couid not be presented at the 
extraordinary sewion of the senate. He 
submitted the question as to the dis- 
position to be made of tbe communica- 
tions. After remarks by Harris and 
Uill.it wu ordered that the petitions 
be retained by the vice president, to be 
submitted by him at the next legislative 
session. 


Mr. Hoar offered a resolution extend- 


ing to Winfield B. Hancock the privi 
leges of the floor during his stay in 
Washington, Adopted unanimously. 


Mr. Blaine, in accordance with notice 


given by him some weeks ago, submit- 
ted the following resolution:

The senate met at noon, but took a 


recess until ?. o'clock to await aommu- 
nicstions. 


At the reassembling tha galleries 


which, during the day, had been visited 
by numerous sight seers, were densely 
crowded, and upon the entrance of Sen- 
ator Blaine the more demonatrative of 
the visitors gave vent to their exuber- 
ance by way of compliment to that 
senator in loud applause. The demon- i 
stration was repeated upon the appear- ; 
ancc of Vice-President Arthur.

As soon as the chair called the sen- 


ate to order, Anthony called attention 
to the matter. He presumed that many 
of the occupants of the galleries were 
strangers, unacquainted with the rules. 
They should be made to understand 
that any manifestation of approbation 
or disapprobation was an insult to tbe 
body, and would lead immediately to 
the galleries being cleared. 


The vice-president instructed the 


sergeant-at-arms to see that order was 
maintained. 


A message fas received from the 


president of the United States, when 
Cameron of Pennsylvania moved the 
senate proceed to the consideration of 
executive business. 


The motion prevailed without objec- 


tion. 


The galleries were cleared and the 


doors closed. 


When the doors were reopened, the 


senate adjourned till Monday. 


The senate in executive session con- 


firmed all the cabinet nominations. 


When tbe senate went into executive 


session, this afternoon, Senators Blaine, 
Windom and Kirkwood left the cham- 
ber, and did not return lo it. The cab- 
inet nominations being laid before tha 
sanate, Cameron sugge ted that their 
consideration be deferred to await the 
appointment of committees. 
Upon (his 


suggestion a colloquial discussion ensued 
in regard to precedents, and after it had 
progressed some time, there being no 
dissent as to tbe propriety of confirming 
these senatorial nominations without 
reference to a committee, they were 
unanimously confirmed. A long debate 
followed in regard to the propriety of 
taking immediate action upon the re- 
maining nominations. 
Coakllng and 


Davis, of Illinois, contended that these 
important matteit ought not to be ex- 
pected from the ordinary practice and 
operation of a rule tnat requires examin- 
ation and report by some oommittee on 
every nomination submitted to the sen- 
ate. 


Senators Pendletun, Beck andVootheee 


took tbe ground that appointments of 
tnis kind, unless objectionable by reason 
of defects of moral character, ought to 
be confirmed immedi"tely, and Back re- 
marked to his colleague! on the Demo 
cratic side of the chamber that if they 
desired to go out of power and remain 
out for tweniy five years they might try 
tbe effect of delaying the confirmation of 
the son (if Abraham Lincoln. 


At the termination of tbe debate, Which 


was not addressed at any time to the 
merits of tbe nominations, tbey were 
separately confirmed, without roll call or 
a dissenting voice in any instance.

One, among tbe great number of common 


evils found In our iohools-country acbooli- 
is the want of any well denned tratem. We 
have no Bjstera of "keeping aecounta," i. e. - 
no system of recording the work of the school 
in such a manner aa to make our records (how 
just what and how much our pupils are doing, 
to the Incoming teaoher. Our records of school 
work should be jusias systematic as that of ] 
one of our great business houses. Our books 
should show Just what advancement our pu- 
pils have made; I. e.—when the new proprie- 
tor takes hold of the Ihelm, they should show 
Just what gatou have been made, ami just 
what have failed In the great bu«i ness of get- 
ting an education. In no single Instance have 
we found a book kept in such a manner as t« 
show the new "foreman" the exact itandlng 
of each pupil under his care. 
May tlie day 


soon come when w« may hare a systematic 
way of keeping school records. We believe 
that a system of keeping these records can be 
Inaugurated and put Into good working order 
within a twelve-month. 


A common want of a uniformity of text 


books Is another very serious drawback to the 
successful workings of our school!. In many 
Instances thin evil very perceptibly cripples 
and hinders any attempt to classify our pu- 
pila. Teachers are working to promote the 
best interests of our common schools, and 
falling to secure any enthusiasm, either from 
pupils or parents, teach a term or two, he- 
come disgusted with this state of lethargr and 
want of iyitem, leave the schools for other 
more congenial employment, Juit as they be- 
erln to understand how to make the best use 
of ttme, under such embarrassing circum- 
stances. Many of our pupils (I believe that I 
may safely say ant-fourth) come from the 
homes of tenants who move from district to 
district, year after year. Blnce w» have no 
uniformity of texts this necessitates the buy- 
Ing of new books at each removal. This Is a 
burden which few oan afford to bear: and as a 
result many of our brightest pupils an kept 
out of our schools at an early age. We should 
have a uniformity of books throughout the 
itnte.oratleastlnacounty. If our wlie leg- 
islators cannot solve the problem, a little en- 
thusiasm on the part of our taxpayers will 
aoon settle the question. A "Course of Study" 
Btrlctly adhered to will soon eradicate all the 
superfluous texts from our county.' Let us 
look at this a moment. Suppose a pupil his 
hooks uniform with those of the majority of 
the others. W« work along In the belt possi- 
ble manner with the Idea of a promotion be- 
fore iho pupil until we reach this point. When 
a single promotion la made the pupil hai no 
longer any absolute need of his old books and 
as others do he buys the same author as the 
majority ot the school. Thus the odd author 
is disposed of and the pupil relieved of hla 
embarrassment. 


Another evil which Is universal without a 


tingle exception In tbla county, la the lamen- 
table act that our pupils are leaving our 
schools Just at the age when they ihould set 
out for two or three years active school room 
work and home study. Our boys and frirl* 
are flittering thennlves that they have 
a good common school education, whtn the re- 
ality Is, that they only have a (mattering ofa 
few of the branches; not even a good knowl- 
edge of the three R's. Having no Incentive to 
Induce a healthfml emulation betwetn pupils, 
other than those offered by the live teacher, 
our schools fall to attract the ever active 
youthful mind and its possessor goes out to 
nght the battle of life with no weapon of de- 
fense and progression, other than those af- 
forded by bis very Ignorance. Our common 
schools are for the common people. Our peo- 
ple pay their taxes without a murmur, but do 
not get value received in return for their 
prompt payment. We pay out money enough 
to educate every boy and girl thoroughly, so 
far as tho contemplation of the law is con- 
cerned. Are we doing It? Certainly not. If our 
pupils are leaving the schools with only a 
smatterlufr of these branches. That educa- 
tion is a successful one which putathe pupil 
on his feet with such » thorough and logical 
knowledge of the rudiments of the branches 
as that lie i< induced by the beauties of the 
stepping stones, and the love of the beautiful, 
to go on and on with that eager desire for 
knowledge which characterizes the true man 
and woman. Shall we enter heartily Into a 
plan, Or system which shall lit our pupils for 
entering any high achool? Certainly we shall 
not plod alone for all time as we are doing 
now. 
We ought to make strides that would 


astonish the world, If we only had a plan of 
common school work which could tn» called a
